Now Rare Germany 


only the Germans, but the 
Italians and the French and 
Spanish, few years ago, pro- 
duced almost all their books paper 
covers, and now Germany least— 
and speak Germany particularly 
because the leader—very few 
books, unless they scientific books 
for limited audience things that 
are definitely pamphlets, appear other 
than board covers, cloth cov- 
ers.”

bsch the Viking Press address 
before the annual Booksellers’ conven- 
tion, held New York recently. 

Mr. Huebsch, who well-known for 
his publishing activities, had just re- 
turned from trip abroad, devoted his

Abroad.” example the book 
consciousness some nations, re- 
lated how Sweden, with popula- 
tion 6,000,000, within year 
publication, work twelve volumes, 
encyclopedia, reached sale 75,- 
000 sets. 

“Have ever done anything like 
that,” asked Mr. Huebsch, “in this 
fair land ours, this educated and 
rich land, richer perhaps than any 
the world—one twelve-column ency- 
clopedia (not cheap that) 
persons?” 

Mr. Huebsch told how the German 
booktrade American 
methods publicity and distribution 
supplement their already excellent 
plan book selling. described the 
Leipzig Academy, training institu- 
tion for booksellers, their clerks, and 
potential booksellers, model for 
this country.

BELIEVE that the average 
would keep his costs over 
reasonable period time and then 
compare these with the prices has 
been doing work at, there would 
less service given away and less price 
slashing.” 

This the opinion Huebbe, 
Oakland, Calif., bookbinder, and Mr. 
Huebbe knows whereof speaks, for 
has been operating under cost- 
accounting system for years. Mr. 
Huebbe installed the system back 
1915 when his business was still 
small that others said that such sys- 
tem would merely burden; but 
significant that the profit column 
immediately jumped after the adop- 
tion the system, and has been 
right side since. 


Building Solid Foundation 


Mr. Huebbe started business for 
himself Oakland years ago. 
fact, although worked San Fran- 
cisco, was Oakland looking for 
location for his shop when the earth- 
quake and fire hit San Francisco, 
which reminded him that business and 
buildings must built solid foun- 
dations they are withstand the 
shocks time. 

The place started tiny, one-man 
building, with little capital support 
it; and from that beginning the firm 
has grown steadily. 

“There little doubt that the price- 
shading evil the greatest problem 
confronting the bookbinding industry 
today,” declares Mr. Huebbe, “and 
would all only stop and consider 
the matter for moment, that should 


Lack Cost Facts 


believe the average bookbinder 
wants make fair margin profit 
from his efforts and investment; but 
because either fear losing busi- 
ness lack concrete facts 
his costs, weakens and lets price 
become his boss. 

“In our section the country, lack 
concrete cost facts big factor 
inducing price-cutting. find that 
the average small bookbinder out here

Dangerous Precedent

Gently draw the paper the sur- 
face the liquid gelatine coat 
bubbles form, burst them and rub 
traces off with the fingers. Let the 
coated papers dry dustless room. 

Now procure few sheets plate- 
glass and paint them with double 
coat oxgall, taking care avoid 


frothing, and let dry away from any 
dust. 


When papers and are dry, fill 
sufficiently large tray dish with 
water. Add about one teaspoonful 
calcined alum and immerse gelatinized 
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papers therein for 
seconds. 

Dip each the galled plate glass 
water and lay the paper thereon, 
taking care apply the gelatinized 
surface the papers the galled 
sides the plates. Flatten all irregu- 
larities with rubber roller and put 
dry place, where everything must 
left untouched until the papers drop 
off. They will then show perfectly 
glazed surface.

“LINDY” Kept Binders Busy 


Trade Breaks All Records for Fast Work 


When Books Are Turned Out Time 


HILE Col. Charles Lindbergh 
riding triumph 
through the streets New 
York last month before the admiring 
gaze millions, number plants 
were busily engaged binding works 
inspired the “Lone Eagle’s” New 
York Paris flight. 
Completed Hours 
One the most impressive jobs 
this kind was that done the 
Wolff Estate, New York, which was 
called upon perform 
order for Appleton Co., pub- 
lishers, which could hardly sur- 
passed for speed. Thursday morn- 
ing, 8:30 o’clock, the bindery re- 
ceived the printed sheets the “Life 
Charles Lindbergh.” p.m. 
the first run the completed vol- 
umes was the hands the pub- 
lishers. The completed processes 
binding the book 256 pages, includ- 
ing casing blue cloth cover, 
stamped gold ink, were involved, 
and addition illustrations had 
tipped in. 


Careful Work Despite Rush 

The work was rapid job the 
start. The book was prepared the 
United Press Association, who, when 
the news came the flight Paris, 
felt the tremendous demand for ma- 
terial about Lindbergh and wired 
every branch its organization 
gather every bit authentic infor- 
mation available every city and 
rush New York. Material began 
pour into the New York head- 
quarters wire. Two experienced 
rewrite men immediately began sift- 
ing the material and whipping into 
shape. Monday, June 6th, the 
manuscript was put the hands 
Appleton Co. Thursday 
morning, June 9th, the printing was 
completed, and, already related, 
8:30 a.m., the printed sheets were put 
the hands the Wolff bindery, 
where the first volumes were com- 
pleted hours. 


Handsome Scrapbooks 

But this just one instance the 
business developed “Lindy.” The 
Eugene Lewis bindery was called 
upon bind for The New York 
“Times” two scrapbooks containing 
every clipping that had appeared 
The Times about Lindbergh since the 
first mention his name June 
The first item was dated Feb.

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OOD business the pamphlet 
binding field depends, 

course, keeping the em- 
ployees and machines work that 
profitable volume may turned 
out, and profitable volume depends 
upon holding customers once you have 
sold them. Otherwise the binder will 
constantly devoting most his 
efforts making the business lost 
customers who have quit him, and 
getting new customers not simple 
matter keeping the old ones. 

There are reasons course why 
the customer quits the binder. 
may, for instance, have found some 
deluded individual who, rather than 
see his plant inactive, will cut the 
price the bone. There hold- 
ing this sort customer, and the 
binder who studies his costs will gen- 
erally feel that well rid him, 
that too expensive luxury 
keep. 

Binder Sometimes Fault 

Unfortunately, however, some 
the causes the customer’s leaving 
may laid the binder himself. 
old account, may have 
grown careless, assuming that the 
customer was his and never consider- 
ing for moment that there are hun- 
dreds others the industry who 
would welcome his business. 

the small customer who 
likely get the worst treatment 
the matter careless service. Many 
times felt, after initial job has 
been turned out, that the customer 
does not represent any appreciable 
amount business, and doesn’t de-

serve any special attention. Particu- 
larly this when the bindery 
rushed with other business, and has 
many time-consuming orders hand. 

There are many plants where 
those charge pay hardly any atten- 
tion the matter following 
customers. Printer Jones, for instance, 
turns over job 5,000 small cata- 
logs Binder Smith with the instruc- 
tions “rush them.” Binder Smith 
does the job well—he gives honest 
workmanship every job handles, 
whatever the size—gets the work out, 
gets paid, and that ends it. Printer 
Jones, feels, isn’t worth bothering 
about any further. can’t doing 
much business, for the job gave 
the binder didn’t amount much. 
Why bother? 


Future Needs Uncertain 

But Printer Jones may live- 
wire, with hustling salesman who 
knows how round business, and 
before long may have lot 
binding work done. His future 
needs are uncertain, and the wide- 
awake binder can’t afford list him 
“small timer” just because the 
first order hasn’t been stupendous. 

worth calling on, find out 
didn’t appreciate your getting 
the job out for him time. you 
are proud your service, there’s 
need keep mum about it, and letting 
the printer know that you appreciate 
his order may lead some profitable 
future business. Even the biggest 
bindery does well when maintains 
some sort contact. Besides the visit, 
sales letter two, reciting the ad- 
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Big Part 


vantages dealing with your bindery, 
card telling him new machines 
you have installed equipped handle 
his work, telephone call, may clear 
the way for more business. 

Asking for 

The average binder will get his 
share “kicks” without asking for 
them—his customer will attend that 
—but doesn’t hurt sometimes ask 
for suggestions. Incidentally, every 
suggestion, pointer, idea, that the cus- 
tomer advances may serve key for 
general improvement. Sometimes 
plant may neglecting some 
minor detail its work until some 
complaining customer points out. 
Worse than that, the customer may 
not point out but air his griev- 
ances others, prospects, the bind- 
ers detriment. Far more helpful 
find the truth asking, and thus 
keep the customer satisfied. 


Advantage “Cooling Off” Time 


Then there the account which has 
disappeared. The customer’s name 
hasn’t appeared the books for 
year two. What has happened? 
Here lies one the weaknesses 
the records the average bookbinder. 
How often are records kept showing 
just why the customer quit you? And 
yet such notation might prove very 
valuable. has not been found 


possible hold the customer when 
decided make the break, may 
ready return you after you have 
allowed him reasonable “cooling off” 
time.

Want Editors 

hundreds candidates for 
position great publishing house, 
the great majority want into the 
editorial department, and clear 
that they aspire the seat the 
imaginary potentate who makes liter- 
ary reputations. Very few want 
accountants salesmen stock 
clerks correspondents; they want 
either write, themselves, de- 
stroy the hopes others, regardless 
whether they have any the sort 
knowledge required for such efforts 
not. Strangely enough, does not 
seem percolate into the ordinary 
brain that publishing house 
place where literary works are 
adapted the market and sold, not 
place where they are written—any 
more than steel mill place 
where steel iron mined, cot- 
ton mill farm where cotton 
raised. 

Strange may seem the out- 
sider, the editorial offices where manu- 
scripts are read, sorted, selected and 
prepared for the market, and where 
negotiations with authors are con- 
ducted, are very small, albeit very 
important, part great publishing 
house. 

What Makes Them Write? 

While the work begins the edi- 
torial department, the outstanding 
question that perplexes most persons 
the outside is, How does the 
author come write the book, and 
how does the publisher come hear 
about it? This question, however, 
not too profound for about thirty 
thousand authors year answer: 
they follow the line least resistance 
—write the address publisher

VERY skilled workman must 
know his tools, and every suc-

The growth the Albrecht Com- 
pany, Baltimore bookbindery, into 
one the best known establishments 
the South due the fact that its 
head and founder, William Al- 
brecht, realized this truth eariy 
age. 

When very young, Mr. Albrecht 
turned his back “the little red 
school house,” become wage 
earner bookbinding concern. 
Starting the very bottom rung 
the ladder, soon evinced aptitude 
for the work which led rapid pro- 
motion. 

Determined Boy “Learn All” 

engrossed was the youthful 
binder his trade that made 
his mind learn all there was pos- 
sible know about the machinery 
used the industry. When was 
sixteen, one the local plants discon- 
tinued business and put its bookbind- 
ing machinery the market. Mr. Al- 
brecht scraped enough money from 
his savings purchase several the 
machines and had them sent home, 
where they were placed barn 
the rear the house. There, each 
night, the light lantern, 
would take the machines apart, and 
put them together again. this way 
soon learned the make-up the 
machines used bookbinding, and to- 
day can take apart and put to- 
gether any machine his large es- 
tablishment, except, possibly, some 
the latest models.

Today, Mr. Albrecht keenly aware 
keeping his equipment abreast 
the times. Demand the part

successful from the start. But his 
heart was still Baltimore, 1905 
returned the Maryland city and 
founded the Albrecht company, which, 
its twenty-two years existence, 
has come enjoy widespread repu- 
tation. 


From its modest beginning, each 
year saw increase the volume 
business, with corresponding in- 
crease capital and new equipment. 
Today ranks one the most 
modern and best equipped plants 
the country. Last year the company’s 
output had wide range case bound 
books various sizes, dissertations 
ranging from 100 150,000 
edition, besides blank books, including 
number contracted for the gov- 
ernment, etc. The company’s blank 
book equipment includes facilities for 
binding everything from small mem- 
orandum books large 1200 
super-royal blank books.
